Four negroes 
escaped. 
A coroner’s inquest held in Craw­ 
fordsville Friday exonerated the train 
crew in connection with the killing.

By the first of October there will 
be no paper left for printing purposes. 
Even now, most of the newspapers re­ 
strict their editions as much as pos­ 
sible to save their store of white pa­ 
per. 
The price has already gone up 
from six to seven cents per pound. 
But after the first 
of 
October 
no 
money will be able to buy it. 
There 
will not be any. 
Manufacturers of paper declare the 
war has m erely accentuated a situa­ 
tion which was already very bad. For 
an ordinary Sunday edition of a large 
newspaper a fair sized forest is con­ 
demned to perish.

Dunkirk, France, Aug. 14.—All along 
the French front preparations are 
going steadily forward for the winter 
campaign. In the trenches the great­ 
est possible degree of care is being 
taken to protect the men, not only 
against attacks, but also against the 
rigors of weather. 
Tar is being extensively used wher­ 
ever the intrusion of water is likely 
to occur, the effort being 
to 
make 
the trendies as nearly v/ater-tight as 
possible. 
Drainage of various kinds 
is provided, and concrate is being 
freely used to provide weather-proof 
shelters. 
If it is necessary to make use of 
the same trenches this winter as the 
troops occupied last winter, they will 
not suffer so largely from wet and 
rozen feet, and it will be possible 
to sleep or rest with some degree of 
comfort instead of in the mud.

As I told you 
last week, Mr. Keens,

wagon works, promised to make the 
cart as cheaply as possible 
for us. 
When we came to pay him, however, 
he told us that he would make us a 
present of his part of the job, but we 
could settle with the Johns Lumber 
Co. for the lumber used. 
Mr. 
Mint 
Johns said: “We will do as much for 
you boys; the lumber 
is 
a gift to 
you.” Well, we were delighted, be 
cause we had 
expected 
to 
pay at 
hast $20. All it cost us was $2, for a 
pair of wheels and an axle, which we 
bought from another party. However 
that is where we fell down, because 
the w'heels were too 
light 
for our 
load. One wheel broke down a mile 
and a half from Warrensburg. It cost 
us a dollar to have it hauled in by a 
farmer. 
We 
all walked, however 
pulling the running gear. Arriving in 
Warrensburg w*e bought a fine pair of 
wagon wheels for $4.25. Since leaving 
Warrensburg we have had to spend 
40 cents for having the boxing in the 
wheels tightened. 
But 
it is a great 
comfort to know that our wagon is 
now strong enough.
